And El:ſbs the Plowman by the V Vord was made a Prophet, 
and forfook his Plough ; and by the V Vord reproved the 1do- 
lacry in his Age of Prieſts and People. | 
And by the V Vord was Ezek:e] made a Prophet, by which 
VVord he reproved the Shephcrds cf 1ſrael , that madca 
prey upon the people, and taught rhem tor the Ficece ; and 
by the V Vord he ſaw that God would bring the people trom 
chem , that chey ſhould be made a prey upon no longer ; and 
would gathcr them from their Mouthbes , & fct one Shepherd

and end che ProPnetrs ,an4 Seal up their Vitions, ' 

And by the V Vord Micsh was male a Prophet , by which 
he cried againſt the Pricſts that. preached for Hire , and the 
Prophets that Propheſied for Money and the Judges that judged for 
Rewards , and ſuch as preached Peace to the people that put 11 their 
mwonthes ( like the Pricſts in theſe times ) and when they did 
wot, they prepared war azainſt them, and chops their Fleſb, and 

nawed their Bones , (as the prieſts in this day and time 
Bn done ) bur Micah ſaw by the VVord , that the Sun'was 
gone down upon ſuch Prophets and Pricſts , andehey ſhould 
Have no Viſion nor Anſwer from God ; therefore ſuch are a- 
gainſt Revelations and Viſions, on whom the Sun is ſet, and 
gone down upon, and then the night comes upon them.

E” Hrift Jeſus the Second Adam,who came among the Sons 
of Fa'len Adam, you may ſecthe beginning of his ſetting 
up his Mcetings., when he faith where two or three are gathered 
together 1 my Name 1 aminthe mzdſt of them: ſo you a here 
Chriſt begins wich a tew, two or three, for there was the ga- 
chering of the Jews , Scribes and Phariſees , their Temple and 
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Synagogues : and likewiſe there was the gathering of the Hea- 
then co D:raza's Temple; and all them thar gathered in the 
Name of Jeſus came from the Jews Synagogue and Temple , 
and likewiſe the Gentiles, into the Name of Jeſus; for 
they who are gathered in the Name of Jeſus , whoſe Name 
75 above every name , and there is no Salvation by any other 
name under che whole Heaven , bur by the Name of Jeſus, into 
which the gathering 1s , where all know their Salvation ; and 
ſo who are gathered into the Name of Jeſus ,- are gathcred 
into the Power and Authority : for you know when a Tax or

caſting them in Priſons, that will not put tato your Mouthes; 
And are nor you 1n this unlike the Goſpel-Miniſtcrs 2 And a- 
gain,Do not you preach up chat men muſt have Sin the tcarm 
of rhe1r lives? 8& fo are Preachers up of Sin , & not of Chriſt, 
which came to take away fir , and to defiroy the works of the Devil, 
8nd to make mex perfet > And are not theſe Traditions your 
own, and not the Traditions of Chriſt, and'the Apoſiles?

What Command — to perſecute , or impriſon any 


concerning Religion or Worſhip from Chrift , who hath all 
Power given to him in Heaven & in Earth? But is not Chriſts 
Command to the contrary that you ſhould Love oxe another , 
and Love Enemzes 2 and fo then , not to hate one another , and 
to hate Enemies , as thoſe called Chriſtians do this day > For 
did not God Love the world, ( which were Enemies to him ) 
that be gave bis onely begotten Son into the World, that whoſoever be- 
lieved in bim ſhould not periſh , but bave Everlaſting Life » And 
was not Chriſt's Love manifcſted to the World, that when 
they were Sinners axd Kngodly Chriſt died for them > And if Peo- 
ple have finned in their judgment , concerning Religion , and 
are miſtaken, harh Chriſt didien you to perſecute them for 
their Sins ſake > which Sin he dicd tor, azd taſted death for eve- 
ry man ; and was manifeſt in the Fleſh to condemn the Stn tn the 
Eleſb ; and the promile is, that be will take away their Sins, me 
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be will deſtroy the D*Ui] and RG » which is the Auchor of 
Sin , anJ tits Work i Sta> Al ſo iris Chrifts Work to ic- 
roy Sin , and the Author ot ic, the Devil, an4 nor to deſtroy 
the Creatures; and fo he fulfillech the Promiſe of God, The

Let all that ſay they 
are Chriſtians mark chis , and the worlds of Chriſt, how they 
obcy them ; and Chriſt ſaith , That the Harveſt is the end of the 
world , and the Angels are bis Reapers : Solet men and women 
fulfil the Command of Chriſt , and love one another, & love 
Enemies , and that will differ the Chriſtians from the Phae 
riſces and Scribes; for Chriſt came to ſet at Liberty the Captrvez 
and take notice of the Sentence, that he will give to them that 
do not viſit him , that is impriſoned in his Members ; And if 
they go into everlaſting puniſhmene thar do not viſit him in 
priſon , where he is made maniteſt then , What will become 
of them that caſt him into priſon ; judge your ſelves?

in, live in the mortified Life. 

And you that be Jews in Spirit, give your ſelves to the: read- 
ing of the Law of Jeſus, whom he hath made Kings and Prieſts: 
as the Kings and Prieſts were ro give themſelves to the reading 
of che Old Law, which Chriſt is the Endof; and tor this: end 
they were to give themſelves tothe reading of it, that they 
mighe inform che People to praQice ut,that the bleffing of Gad 
might come upon them, and not the wrath; and ſo you: muſt do 
the Law of Jeſus. | 

All People every where are to break down the imaginatians 
of their hearts, and the evil of their earthly mind; and: thoiC 
wiſdom, and their knowledg, and underitanding;,. and a 1þ© 
Imazes and 1dols of their hearts, by the Spirit. rhas God: hath 
given them, that they may offcr ta the Lorda: Sacrifice:anq 3n 
Oftcring in his Temple: The Jews in the Spirit arc beyond'& 
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higher then all the outward RE, in Ne Fleſh, and their ovt- 
ward Offcrings in their Temples, & the Off: rings of the Jews

pie. And the outward Jews Lainps alwaycs do burn in thcir 
Temples,and nevcr go out; and they were to drels their Lamps 
in their Temple : and fo the Jews 1n the Spirit, their Lam ps 
arc never to go out, but alwayes co burn in their Temple; and 
they are torrim and dreſs them , and fo they come to be a Roy 
al Prieſthood, alwayes attending in the Service of the Lord in” 
ehe Temple morning an4 evening, offering up the Lamb with- 
our blemiſh in the Temple : thus did the outward Jews , and 
ſothe Jews in the Spiric, morning and evening offcring up the 
Lamb in their Temple , Chriſt, who 15 their Offering withoue 
blemiſh , and ar all cimes they muſt offer him up. 

And there were Pricſts ro eat of the Shew-bread in che Tem- 
ple , and the Shew-bread was alwayes to be in the Tcmple on

Firft the V icked and the Peceivers , Robbers and fal{c Pro- 
phers, and Seducers do remue the Land-marks of the Right 
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ous and juſt , and then thy make all their repleniſhed Places 
like a VV ildernets, and thin cometh up the Power of the Dra- 
gon , which begertrerh and breeder Serpents , and Vipers, and 
all the unclcan Bcaſts , and fo makes the World like a VVilder-

The lew outward in their appointed Feaſts praiſed the Lord 
with the outward Trumpets; and {o tlic lews 1n Spirit, at their 
Feaſts in their Temple, in their teeding upon the Bread of Lite 
lit up their Trumpets, their Spirits, 1n praiſing the Lord God, 

Now all rhat you call Chrife,dom do believe that Chritt 1s 
come , and is riſen, and that Icfus is Chriſt the Son of God ; fo 
thac now they are all to reccive him, andto walk in him, and 
abide in him ; bur you that do profcts the Scriprures of Chriſt, 
that he is come,that which the Saints profcfſcd and lived in; as - 
the Iews did profeſs Moſes & the Propnets, and God, and that 
Chriſt was to come, but taey denied the Lite, as you do, and 
lived not in ic, nexttier do you ; bur are diſputing about Words, 
and deny the Lite and Spirit of Chriſt , the Prophers and A- 
poſiles, and that is the cauie thar you are not in tellowſhip and 
unity one with another , bur all on heaps. 

And the Iew outward he was not to touch the dead,nor tro feed 


en that thar died of it {clf; for it made him unclean by the Law

where did the Pricſks uader the Law take Tyun-Rabbus? were 
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they to be ſacrificed upon the PAM for an offcring > for the 
Rabbits, Foals, and the Swine was not to be offered, bur it.cy 
were to be an abomination co them, 

And whereas you ca!] Chriſtians Lay-prople, you that be Mi- 
niſters, and in ſome Office, and under (ome Vow or Oath ; Is 
not this contrary to the Apoſtles, who called the believing 
Chriſtians, $:zts,and Sprritual? And are nor all the true Bcliev- 
ers , of the Church , and ſuch as are paſſed from Death to life , 
and ſuch asare-born of God > and the Apoſtle Paw] when he 
wrires to the old Romans, he doth not call them Lay-people, as 
you Romazis call Chriſtians now; but Paul callcd them Beloved of 
God , called to be Sarnts , and that they were called of Chriſt Ie- 
ſus: read Romans the firſt , and ſee whether he called the Romazs 
Lay-people, And Paul when he writeth to the Church of the 
Cortmibians, he calleth them, Saints by Calling, & the Church 
of God, and he doth not call them Lay-people, And alſo the 
Galatians, che Church that were there, he called chem, Brethrer, 
and not Lay-people, And Paul when he wrote to the Epheſiars, 
he callcthihem Sazzrs., and not lay-people. And when Paul and 
T emotheas wrot to the Philtpprans, to the Saints, Biſhops,& Dea» 
cons z they do not ſay, Totbe Biſhops , Deacons, and lay-peo- 

le. And when Paul and Timothy wrot tothe Colloftans , he cal- 
ed them Saints , and Faithfull Brethren , and not lay-people. 
And when Paul, and Se{Uaws , and Trimorby woot to the Theſſalo- 
1474 , they (aid ro them , Thar their Charch was «7 God the Father 
of _ & called them Beloved Brethren; and nor lay-peoples 
And James in his Epiſtle, ſaid that they were Brethren. And 
Peter in his Epiſtle, doth nor call chem lay-people, bur fuch as 
beve obteened the like pretious Faith, ar.d Beloved, And fobn in his 
Epifilecalleth them Babes , Ele#, Drarly belgved, and nor lay- 
_ : neither doth Jude 1n his Epiſtle call them lay-peoplez 
ut called 8nd Sanfiified of God the Father, 

Chriſt ſaith , Go ye z»to all Nations , Teach and Baptize them 1 
the Name of the Father, Sox, and Holy. Ghoſt ; bur the: Prieſts and 
Papiſts will hardly go any furtherto Preach and Baprize —_ 
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their own parithes,where they a of great Livings,which 
they have agreed for, 

And do you hold by Tradition from Chriſt and the Apoſtles, 
that the Pope mutt wear a Triple Crown > an4 is not this tae 
Glory of the World, 8 nor from cicher C rift or the Apoſtles, 
who were not of the VV 5rld2 An4J did Temothy,or Titus, or Peter, 
or any of the Apoſtles wear a Triple-Crown of Gold on their 
Heads? was not Chriſt'sCrown that they made him of Thorns, 

And you Miniſters of Chyitezdom, becauſe thar you are nor in 
che Faith that works by love, nor in the univerſal Love of Godz 
therefore you cannot build up Chriftexdom in the Love of God, 
nor in the Holy Faich that works by Love; for Love edifies,and
